While the application blanks for 


the bonus will not be ready for distri- 
bution until some time in July and 
the provisions of the adjusted com- 
pensation act will not be effective 
until January 1. 1925. the American 
Legion of Virginia Is making plans 
for handling thi* great volume of 
work for the 98.000 tverson* who were 
In service from Virginia. The legion 
will endeavor to have every applica- 
tion filed a* soon as possible after the 
Issuance of the blanks, and Is calling 
attention to a very Important provis- 
ion of the act. which provides that If 
a veteran dies before making appli- 
cation, only the face value of the in- 
surance due him will be payable to 
his relatives, and should he be with- 
out relatives the Insurance will not 
be collectible. Whereas, if the veteran 
has filed application and designated 
a beneficiary before death, the bene- 
ficiary will receive the full amount of 
the adjusted service pay due him. 


A* a means of expediting the filing 


of bonus applications there will be a 
special sen-ice officer in each of the 
one hundred and fifty-three American 
Legion posts In Virginia. These offi- 
cer* will be given full instructions and 
will make a study of the adjusted 
compensation act. and will b* prepar- 
ed to assist all honorably discharged 
veterans who are entitled to the bene- 
fits of this act, regardless of whether 
th*v are members of the legion or not.

possible causes of the premature ex- 
plosion which killed 48 men in a tur- 
ret aboard the U. S. S. Mississippi last 
Thursday were slated for closer scru- 
tiny at today'* session of the naval 
court of inquiry investigating the dis- 
aster. 
One possible 
explanation 
of th* 


deadly blast was that the «ir pres- 
sure operating the breech mechan- 
Icism of the 14 inch rifle wa* too low 
to eject from the the barrel every 
(lowing particle of powder left ther* 
by the last charge fired- 
Another theory supported by testi- 


mony was that one of the linen index 
tags attached to powder bags was left 
on a bag of explosive when it was 
rammed into the breec hand that a 
smouldering portion of this tag clung 
to the gun bore and ignited the new 
charge before the 
breech could be 
closed. 
The third explanation .sug- 
gested in the evidence so far present- 
ed was that there was something ra- 
dically wrong with the guh tha tturn- 
ed on it* crew. 
Observers testified 
that the big rifle In previous firing* 
Thursday had been from five to ten 
seconds late-a-delay deemed signific- 
ant In view of the tact that the crew 
of the number Z turret was the fast- 
est crew In the fleet. 
Eighteen witnesses were to be call- 
ed today: eight from the Mississippi 
and ten from the New Mexico. 
As the naval court prepared to con- 


vene aboard the Mississippi, sailor* 
and police stood guard arund the 
morgue housing the bodies of the 48 
disaster victims. The guard was plac- 
ed early yesterday after a raid py 
sallrs on a radical meeting Saturday 
had resulted in alleged threats of vio- 
lence.
